Activists fume 


after board approves plan to stick triangular high-rise on B'Heights branch

It was one for the books. 

A Brooklyn Heights panel okayed 
the controversial plan to knock down 
the neighborhood’s library and a high- 
rise with a new library at its base dur¬ 
ing a heated meeting last Wednesday 
night that frequently descended into 
disorder. 

Members of Community Board 2 
voted 25-14 with four abstentions to 
approve real-estate firm Hudson Com¬ 
panies’ bid to buy the library’s Brooklyn 
Heights branch for $52 million and erect 
a 36-story tower of luxury housing with 
a new branch at the bottom in its place, 
despite loud interjections from anti-sale 
activists who accused the board of ca¬ 
pitulating to corporate interests. 

“These people are a bunch of pigs,” 
said Patricia Rhatigan, a Park Slope resi¬ 
dent who repeatedly attempted to shout- 
down board members during the meet¬ 
ing. “All the money is just going straight 
into the pockets of developers.” 

The Brooklyn Public Library claims 
its existing outlet at 280 Cadman Plaza 
West is in rough shape and is in need of 
$9 million in repairs that it cannot afford. 
Hudson plans to tear down the ageing 
two-story art deco library and build a 
new branch of the bibliotheca on the bot¬ 
tom floor of a wedge-shaped skyscraper 
containing 139 units of housing. 

Proponents of the sale say the brand- 
new branch would better serve the com¬ 
munity while the system could use the ex-

tra cash to fix several other 
languishing local outlets, 
and board members vot¬ 
ing “yea” urged their col¬ 
leagues to have faith that 
the borough’s book-lend¬ 
ing service knows what is 
best for its users. 

“This will improve their 
ability to provide library 
services within our com¬ 
munity,” said board mem¬ 
ber John Dew, who voted 
in favor of the sale. “This is 
something that the public 
library system in Brooklyn 
has asked us to approve. 

For me that is very im¬ 
portant.” 

But a vocal group of local activists 
has opposed the plan to sell the branch 
every step of the way, arguing that the 
library should not be pawning off its 
property to private interests. 

Members of the group Citizens 
Defending Libraries packed into the 
Founders Hall in St. Francis College for 
Wednesday’s meeting, derailing discus¬ 
sions and booing when board members 
spoke in favor of the sale. The debate be¬ 
came so fiery at times that board chair 
Shirley McRae paused several times to 
threaten activists with expulsion. 

“You are not going to commandeer 
this meeting,” McRae said at one point. 
“If you don’t allow the board to con¬ 
tinue without the catcalling and the dis¬ 
respect, you will be removed.” 

Library honchos already inked a ten¬ 


tative sale with Hudson 
last fall, but the plan re¬ 
mains subject to several 
approvals. Borough Pres¬ 
ident Adams will have his 
say next, and then the city 
will have to agree to re¬ 
zone the land to allow for 
the size of the tower. 

The library and de¬ 
veloper ultimately do 
not need the commu¬ 
nity board’s approval for 
their scheme — the pan¬ 
els are largely toothless 
outfits comprising volun¬ 
teers with limited power 
— but the board submits 
recommendations to the 
city that the planning department may 
take under consideration. 

The panel tacked on several recom¬ 
mendations to its approval — it wants 
the developer to come up with a floor- 
plan for the new library that includes 
as much “usable space” as the current 
building, and the library to set aside 
$2 million for future repairs and other 
construction at the branch. 

It is also demanding that Hudson 
honor its pledge to build below-mar- 
ket-rate housing as part of the project, 
which the developer says it will do — 
albeit in two of its other developments in 
Clinton Hill, rather than in the Heights 
tower itself. 

Borough President Adams will host 
a public hearing on the plan at Borough 
Hall on Aug. 18.

Beach bums snub Coney 

Pro volleyball serves up in Brooklyn Bridge Park instead

This is a real spike in the 
face! 

Professional beach volleyball 
made its long-awaited return to 
Brooklyn last Thursday, but Coney 
Islanders are livid that the league 
refused to revive its tournament on 
the actual beach in their ’hood, opt¬ 
ing instead for the artificial courts 
in Brooklyn Bridge Park. 

“I think they’re being foolish,” 
said Dick Zigun, founder of Side¬ 
shows by the Seashore. “If you’re 
a New Yorker you should under¬ 
stand that you should play volley¬ 
ball at Coney Island.” 

The Association of Volleyball 


Professionals—the self-described 
“premier U.S. pro beach volleyball 
league” — debuted a tournament 
called the Brooklyn Open at the 
People’s Playground to great fan¬ 
fare in 2006. But the sand-sport 
syndicate ditched the contest in 
2010, blaming the slow economy 
and a lack of sponsors. 

The league finally returned to 
New York last week with a new 
tourney dubbed the New York 
City Open, which included heats 
in Brooklyn and on the distant is¬ 
land of Manhattan. But instead of 
returning to the sun-kissed shores 
of Sodom by the Sea for the Kings 
County leg on July 16, it held the 
contest at the man-made courts at 
Pier 6 in Brooklyn Heights, where 


the nation’s top bikini-clad ath¬ 
letes scooped and served next to 
a dog run and a condominium 
complex. 

Zigun said he was outraged at 
the snub and suggested the story 
deserved front-page treatment. But 
ultimately, he said, it is really pro¬ 
fessional volleyball’s loss. 

“Coney Island is so awesome 
that if they don’t come we won’t 
really miss them,” said Zigun, who 
is widely recognized as Coney 
Island’s unofficial mayor. “But 
they should still play down here 
anyway.” 

The Association of Volleyball 
Professionals declined to com¬ 
ment on why it chose to host its 
tournament in a privately run 


park instead of the People’s Play¬ 
ground. 

For those who still want to see 
some hot sand-meets-spandex ac¬ 
tion on real Brooklyn dunes this 
summer—or to get in on it your¬ 
self — the parks department is 
hosting an amateur beach volley¬ 
ball tournament and some learn- 
to-play classes in Coney Island 
on Aug. 8 and 9.

Wake up and smell the... rotting food 

Greenpointers complain new compost program is off to a stinky start

The city’s composting program 
stinks, say Greenpoint residents 
who have been plagued by gross 
smells and occasional maggots 
in the month since the scrappy 
pickup service arrived in the 
neighborhood. 

Locals say food-recycling 
rookies are leaving rotting meat 
and dairy products to putrefy in 
their bins all week, creating an 
olfactory assault on entire neigh¬ 
borhood blocks. 

“My neighbor dumped a bunch 
of moldy food in there on a hot 
day and there were a bunch of 
green flies within a day,” said 
Greenpoint resident Eric Perlmut- 
ter. “It only takes one person in 
a building to do it wrong for the 
whole thing to collapse.” 

Denizens’ discontent started 
festering soon after the city began 
its weekly food-scrap pickups in 
the ’hood on June 15. Phantom 
stenches quickly began appearing 
on both the main avenues and the 
surrounding residential streets, 
say locals. 

"The city would have to take 
it away every day for the smell 


to go away,” said Greenpointer 
Madia Bassino. 

Sanitation officials said they 
are not surprised about the com¬ 
plaints of noxious odors and 
creepy crawlies in the nabe, as 
many locals still don’t know 
which scraps they can and can’t 
dispose of or how to throw them 
away, and the weather has been 
hot enough to bake the brown 
bins’ contents. 

“Keep in mind that the organ¬ 
ics collection program is a pilot 
and managing organic waste as 
a recyclable involves a learning 
curve in any new area where it 
is introduced,” said city sanita¬ 
tion department spokeswoman 
Kathy Dawkins. 

Most compost programs do 
not allow meat and dairy, since 
they reek and take longer to break 
down, but New York’s initiative 
accepts super-stinky items like 
eggs, milk, and fish. It also takes 
many non-food scraps such as cof¬ 
fee filters, paper towels, and grass 
trimmings, but draws the line at 
dead pets, dirty bandages, and 
cigarette butts. 

Greenpoint residents say they 
are still in favor of the scheme 


despite its foul start, as it is a 
boon for the economy and the 
environment. 


“It could save the city hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars and 
for environmental and a million 


other reasons, we have to do this,” 
said Perlmutter. “Anything new 
in New York City is always go¬ 
ing to be a bit of a science ex¬ 
periment.” 

Compost experts recommend 
freezing compost on a daily ba¬ 
sis and then putting it in the out¬ 
door bin right before pickup to 
prevent it from cooking in the 
summer heat. They also advise 
making sure the bin’s latch is 
firmly closed. 

The city has been running the 
nascent composting program in 
Windsor Terrace since 2013, and 
Greenwood Heights, Sunset Park, 
Park Slope, Gowanus, and Bay 
Ridge since 2014. 

Residents in those locales say 
Greenpointers just need to be pa¬ 
tient while their neighbors get 
the hang of it. 

“I do not think it is difficult 
o stuff, and the ability to turn things 
| away from the city’s waste stream 
is so valuable,” said Park Sloper 
Eric McClure. 

The program is voluntary for 
now, but the city says it will prob¬ 
ably eventually make it manda¬ 
tory, as it did with glass and plas¬ 
tic recycling.

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Hot wood! 

Developer pays half-million 
to cut down three trees

The city is raking it in. 

A developer paid the Parks 
Department almost half a mil¬ 
lion dollars so that it could 
cut down a handful of elderly 
trees on public parkland that 
were standing in the way of 
a massive housing complex 
it is building on the Green- 
point waterfront. 

The department said it is 
not in favor of felling ma¬ 
ture foliage, but five trees 
at Newtown Barge Park 

— at the corner of Com¬ 
mercial and Dupont streets 

— were blocking the forth¬ 
coming Greenpoint Landing 
10-tower mega-development, 
so it gave the real-estate com¬ 
pany the green light to top¬ 
ple the topiary and slugged 
it with a $414,000 penalty 
for the privilege. 

“While every option to pre¬ 
serve the five trees at New¬ 
town Barge Park was ex¬ 
plored, unfortunately their 
location and grade was not 
compatible with the planned 
developments,” said P°arks 
spokesman Ed Janoff. 

Anyone who wants to cut 
down a tree on city-run prop¬ 
erty must acquire a permit 
and pay for the vegetation to 
be replaced. The city calcu¬ 
lates the exact amount owed 


by measuring the width of the 
condemned trunk to figure 
out how many new saplings 
it will have to plant to repli¬ 
cate the towering flora, and 
also takes into account the 
tree’s condition, species, and 
location, Janoff said. 

Two of the five trees devel¬ 
oper Greenpoint Landing As¬ 
sociates wanted to axe were 
already dead, so the city let 
it ground them gratis, but de¬ 
termined that it would have to 
plant 286 new trees to make 
up for the loss of the other 
three, Janoff said. 

The city says it will put the 
money into its tree kitty and 
plant the replacement vege¬ 
tation somewhere nearby. 
Greenpoint is already get¬ 
ting an influx of fresh vege¬ 
tation thanks to a $2-million 
“reforesting” project funded 
by settlement money oil gi¬ 
ant ExxonMobil shelled out 
to compensate for the mas¬ 
sive amount of oil it spilled 
into the Newtown Creek, so 
Janoff said the substitute sap¬ 
lings may instead sprout in 
Williamsburg. 

“These new trees will be 
planted in Community Dis¬ 
trict 1 and nearby neigh¬ 
borhoods in Brooklyn over 
the next few years, ensuring 
the next generation of ur¬ 
ban greenery for this area,” 


said Janoff. 

The tree-fee program is 
a lucrative operation for the 
city — it harvested $2.7 mil¬ 
lion from toppled timber in 
2013, according to the New 
York Post. 

The city is planning a 
$7-million makeover of New¬ 
town Barge Park, of which 
Greenpoint Landing Associ¬ 
ates is expected to kick in $5.5 


million. But the parks depart¬ 
ment’splans forthe site, which 
include a baseball field and 
artificial turf, have angered 
local residents, who want a 
dog run and real grass. 

News of the missing trees 
was first reported by the 
Greenpointers blog. 

Greenpoint Landing As¬ 
sociates officials declined to 
comment.

Grand Prospect Hall opens a Bavarian beer garden

They’ll make your traume 
come true! 

The owners of iconic Park 
Slope reception center Grand 
Prospect Hall have added a 
luxuriant German beer garden 
to their sprawling events fa¬ 
cility, and the proprietors say 
sipping pilsners on their patio 
is a religious experience. 

“It’s a place to come re¬ 
lax from the evil of the day, 
to withdraw from hell and 
be in heaven,” said Michael 
Halkias, who has run the hall 
with his wife Alice since 1981, 
famously boasting in televi¬ 
sion ads that their ornate au¬ 
ditorium will “Make your 
dreams come true!” “This 
is a heavenly space.” 

The pair opened the bar, 
dubbed the Brooklyn Bavar¬ 
ian Biergarten, in a lush yard 
filled with greenery and water 
fountains next to their legend¬ 
ary landmarked venue. 

The owners say the gar¬ 
den was originally used as 
an outdoor drinking space 
when the hall first opened in 
the 1890s, and the theme is a 
nod to the German immigrants 
who frequented the venue at 
the time. 

The Teutonic tavern, which 
officially opened its doors last 
Friday, will offer a generous 
beer menu — including Ger¬ 
man imports Reissdorf, Rrom- 
bacher, andBitburger, plus lo-

cal craft brews — as well as 
fare from the fatherland that 
includes pretzels in both “soft” 
and “uber soft” varieties. 

Halkias said he is thrilled 
to celebrate the hall’s heritage 
by bringing back brews and 
bratwurst, and claims those 
who have sampled the goods 
already have declared them 
“wunderbar!” 

“The people were elated,” 
he said. 

Most Brooklynites only visit 


the blinged-out banquet hall it¬ 
self for special occasions, but 
the beer garden will be open 
six days a week all year long. 
Halkias says he has created 
an indoor area for when the 
weather turns appropriately 
alpine. 

“If the sky gets upset and 
the water starts coming down, 
don’t go home,” he said. “I 
have a situation which is year- 
round.” 

The is not the first hall-side 


venture the Halkiases have 
cooked up in recent years. 
The pair announced plans in 
2011 to build an 11-story hotel 
in the venue’s parking lot, but 
angry neighbors fought back, 
and that particular dream re¬ 
mains unfulfilled.

Grimm hoped that his 
two tours of duty in the Ma¬ 
rine Corps andhis service as a 
federal agent and congressman

eight months in the slammer, 
one year of probation, 200 
hours of community service, 
and to pay restitution. 

Federal authorities indicted 
Grimm in late April of 2013, 
charging him with 20 counts 
of tax, insurance, and immi¬ 
gration fraud in connection 
with a restaurant he co-owned 
prior to holding office. 

He copped to one count of 
tax fraud on Dec. 23 last year 
in a plea deal to avoid a trial 
on the other 19 charges.

A troupe of “showtime” 
dancers got belligerent after 
a weary straphanger refused 
to move and allow them space 
to do their acrobatic moves on 
a Coney Island-bound Q train 
on July IB, cops said. 

The altercation started af¬ 
ter the train left Manhattan’s 
Union Square, when the band 
of dancers, known for loudly 
yelling “Showtime!” and us¬ 
ing poles in train cars to dance 
for tips, began the show, cops 
said. The delinquents got mad, 
however, when a woman re¬ 
fused to move from her place 
in the car, and began yelling at 
her, telling her, “If you don’t 
move we’re gonna move you 
ourselves,” according to a re¬ 
port. 

After the commuter told 
the malcontents to take a chill 
pill (“calm down”) one of the 


ruffians tried to yank away 
her backpack, but another 
straphanger interceded, ac¬ 
cording to police. As the train 
rolled into the DeKalb Ave¬ 
nue station the dancers fled 
the train, but not before tell¬ 
ing the woman that if they saw 
her again they would slap her 
and steal her phone, accord¬ 
ing to a report. 

Shots fired 

A pair of homicidal mani¬ 
acs opened fire on two teens 
on Bridge Street on July 13, 
wounding both before run¬ 
ning off, cops said. 

The victims, both 14 years 
old, were between Front and 
York streets at 10:15 pm when 
two men approached them and 
said, “what’s up, what’s up?” 
before one of the men blasted 
off three shots at the boys, 
catching one teen in the shoul¬ 
der and the other in the leg, 
according to a report. 

The violent brutes took 
off while the wounded teens 
managed to run to a Vine¬ 


gar Hill apartment building, 
where they were found bleed¬ 
ing from their wounds on a 
bench outside, cops said. 

Responders transported 
one to Bellevue Hospital Cen¬ 
ter in Manhattan and the other 
to Methodist Hospital Center, 
according to a report. 

Slow ride 

A frustrated straphanger 
flew off the handle and at¬ 
tacked a transit worker on July 
14 at the Jay Street subway 
station, cops said.

City will bring free wifi 
to the Red Hook Houses

High-speed internet is com¬ 
ing to Red Hook’s public hous¬ 
ing projects — but it is load¬ 
ing at the pace of a dial-up 
modem. 

The city is planning to blast 
free wifi throughout the Red 
Hook Houses, the borough’s 
largest public housing devel¬ 
opment — but residents will 
have to wait until at least next 
year before they can log on, 
Mayor DeBlasio announced 
on July 16. 

One resident says he’ll be 
happy when the complimen¬ 
tary cyberspace access finally 
arrives so he can use the money 
he currently spends on internet 


access for essentials. 

“I'd probably spend it on 
food, laundry detergent — 
things you need on a daily ba¬ 
sis,” said Laurenzo Reed. 

The Hook-up is part of a 
planned $10-million project 
that will bring free internet 
to nearly 16,000 residents in 
public housing throughout the 
city, officials said. DeBlasio in¬ 
tends to first roll the program 
out in a Queens housing proj¬ 
ect by 2016, then bring the Red 
Hook Houses online sometime 
after that, he said. 

The city plans to hand each 
unit in the housing develop¬ 
ment its own mobile wifi de¬ 
vice from telecommunications 
company Sprint. The residents 


should then be able to surf the 
information superhighway at 
speeds of 25 megabits per sec¬ 
ond—the federally mandated 
minimum for classify ing a con¬ 
nection as “broadband”andthe 
minimum recommended speed 
for watching Netflix in “ultra 
high-definition” quality. 


But it isn’t about viewing 
“House of Cards” without buff¬ 
ering breaks, say local officials 
—internet access is something 
all New Yorkers need for ed¬ 
ucation and job-hunting, and 
the free wifi will ensure that 
the 6,500 people living in the 
Red Hook Houses aren’t left 


behind in the digital age. 

“The truth is that internet 
access is not a luxury of the 
rich, but a necessity of the 
many,” said Councilman Car¬ 
los Menchaca (D-Red Hook). 
“Low-income residents should 
not be paying premium prices 
for this important service.” 

People in public areas and 
streets near the Houses will 
j also be able to access the net¬ 
s' fee network, said mayoral 
6 counsel Maya Wiley. 

I And when the city finally 
a- flips the switch, Reed says the 
| connection will complement 
| a free wifi network that he 
u and other members of com¬ 
munity group the Red Hook 
Initiative have been building 
on the neighborhood’s streets 
since 2012. 

“It would be great if they 
linked up with the Red Hook 
Wifi,” said Reed, who also 
works for the Red Hook Ini¬ 
tiative and has been building 
the ad-hoc local network for 
seven months. “Right now the 
connection we have is on outer 
skirts of the houses.”

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Beep: Turn three libraries to one 

In exclusive interview, says city's systems should merge, be run by city 



Borough President Adams visited the Community 
News Group offices to discuss libraries, Uber, rent 
regulations, and more.

Mayor DeBlasio should 
merge the Brooklyn Pub¬ 
lic Library with the rest of 
New York’s library systems 
and place the whole opera¬ 
tion under the control of the 
city’s Department of Educa¬ 
tion, says Borough President 
Adams. 

“Our library systems are 
wrong,’ ’ said Adams last week 
in an interview at the offices 
of Community News Group, 
the parent company of this pa¬ 
per. “I think the greatest thing 
the mayor can do is say, ‘I am 
no longer going to allow these 
separate branches.’ Put this all 
under the DOE budget, have 
this be an extension of the de¬ 
partment of education.” 

The borough’s cash- 
strapped library system — 
which the city gives some 
money to but is ultimately a 
private company responsible 
for raising its own funds—is 
struggling to repair its crum¬ 
bling facilities and is plan¬ 
ning to sell off one of its sites 
to developers to help it stay 
afloat. 

But the Beep said the book¬ 
lending service is an essen¬ 
tial educational resource that 
shouldn’t have to go begging 
for donations to keep its build¬ 
ings standing and that the city 
needs to take it over. 

“They should not have to 
come with a cup in their hand 
every year to get coins to pay 
for the capital projects that 
need to get done,” said Ad¬ 


ams, who added that he does 
nevertheless support building 
housing on top of existing li¬ 
braries —so long as it includes 
apartments for seniors and be- 
low-market-rate units. 

Adams said a unified, city- 
run library system could part¬ 
ner its branches with local 
schools and would be more 
forward-thinking than today's 
paper-pushing institutions. He 
said he envisions book-free li¬ 
braries and small outlets in 
storefronts where kids could 


access information they need 
for free digitally. 

“We no longerneed shelves 
ofbooks in libraries to look im¬ 
pressive,” he said. “We feel as 
though the more books we have, 
the smarter we are. No.” 

And local computer-centric 
libraries where kids could go 
after school would also help 
ween teachers off a textbook- 
based education, he said. 

“There’s no reasons to 
still allow the book indus¬ 
try to control our learning 


environment,” said the Beep, 
who said he has had several 
conversations with library of¬ 
ficials about his ideas. 

Adams also discussed a 
number of other hot topics 
at the meeting, including: 

• Controversial car-ser¬ 
vice Uber, which he said he 
was backing in its then-on- 
going fight against city hall. 
Adams said he does support 
some taxi industry regulation, 
but not the cap on the number 
of new livery cabs the mayor 
was proposing — which he 
said would have unfairly tar¬ 
geted fast-growing startups 
e like Uber and its ilk. 

| He said pols need to get out 

j of the way of the innovative 
car service, which has made it 
easier for people of color and 
those who live in the outer 
boroughs to get rides. 

“My son is able to pick up 
his phone no matter where 
he is and, instead of arguing 
about the fact that yellow cabs 
pass him by because of how 
he looks, he’s now able to just 
have his Uber car come pick 
him up,” said Adams of his 
19-year-old offspring. 

•Re-paving the area 
around Borough Hall Plaza. 
He predicts the steps of the 
People’s House—also known 
as Brooklyn’s Stoop — will 
be out of commission for the 
rest of summer while work¬ 
ers lay down new tiles to re¬ 
place the old, crumbling blue- 
stone slabs. 

•Gov. Cuomo and rent 
regulation. Adams slammed 


Cuomo for not protecting the 
city’s renters during the state 
government’s heated debate 
over rent regulations, com¬ 
paring his actions to President 
Gerald Ford’s refusal to bail 
the city out when it was fac¬ 
ing bankruptcy in 1975. 

“He has really turned his 
back on New York City and 
basically drew from the great 
terms of Ford telling New 
York City to drop dead,” 
said Adams. 

•Eric Garner’s death. The 

former cop said he would not 
support a ban on police offi¬ 
cers employing the kind of 
chokeholds officer Daniel 
Pantaleo used on Garner — 
he said police shouldn’t have 
to limit their options in the 
heat of a physical confron¬ 
tation — but that authorities 
need to be retrained to resolve 
conflicts without immediately 
resorting to lethal force. 

• Brooklyn Terminal Mar¬ 
ket. The Beep did not seem to 
have made much headway on 
his pre-election plan to re-de- 
velop the Canarsie bazaar into 
a gourmet destination where 
restaurants grow all their pro¬ 
duce on hydroponic “verti¬ 
cal farms.” 

• This year’s crushing loss 
to the Bronx and its borough 
president Ruben Diaz, Jr. in 
the inter-borough handball 
contest. Adams half-jokingly 
accused his competition of de¬ 
flating the ball and also said 
Diaz chickened out of a best- 
dressed competition.

Cops arrested a 19-year-old 
for allegedly fatally stabbing 
his father at their Kensington 
home on Saturday night, ac¬ 
cording to report.

Dog hotel and spa opens Downtown

This is no flea-bag mo¬ 
tel! 

A Downtown dog-lover 
has opened a high-end ho¬ 
tel for hounds on the ground 
floor of a Livingston Street 
apartment building, where 
owners can put their pooches 
up in private suites while 
they are out of town, or drop 
their dogs off for day-care 
and a spa treatment when 
they are at work. 

The owner said his leash- 
free lodge offers otherwise 
apartment-bound pups a rare 
place to run free. 

“Many dogs in the city 
are not leading a satisfying 
life, and it’s really impor¬ 
tant for dogs to be able to 
have more time and have it 
be off-leash,” said Gabriel 
Vitol, founder of Fido’s Re¬ 
treat, which is between Hoyt 
and Bond streets in the Addi¬ 
son apartment building. 

Vitol said he dreamed of 
being a veterinarian when 
he was a kid, but ended up 
becoming a banker instead. 
But he just couldn't let sleep¬ 
ing dogs lie, so he quit his 
job a year-and-a-half ago and 


has been paw-ing all his ef¬ 
forts into this new venture, 
which he and his wife finally 
opened in early July. 

The canine concierge said 
he wants to offer Brooklyn 
bow-wows a luxe experience 
at his bed and dog’s break¬ 
fast. By day, tail-waggers can 
work out in the indoor fit¬ 
ness facilities — one play¬ 
ground for larger and more 
exuberant dogs and one for 
more placid pooches — or 
put their paws up with a mas¬ 
saging bubble bath or groom¬ 
ing treatment. 

An overnight stay on a 
cage-free cot starts at $60 
a night, but pups can really 
lay in the lap of luxury in 
a private suite, which run 
up to $95 an evening — al¬ 
most half the price of a night 
at the nearby Nu Hotel for 
humans, which charges an 
additional $100 for canine 
guests. 

And Vitol offers round- 
the-clock g-room service 
— sleeping on his own cot 
inside the facility when a 
four-legged guest comes 
to stay the night. 

But not every dog can 
have his day at this resort 


— potential clients’ owners 
first have to fill out a five- 
page questionnaire about 
their best friend’s behavior 
and health, and their pro¬ 
spective pooch must pass an 
“interview” to prove he’s ca¬ 
pable of playing nice with 
others. 

Vitol saidhe is not a snob, 
but he has to be selective to 
keep his guests from fight¬ 
ing like cats and dogs. 

“First we meet with the 
dog to screen for aggression, 
and once we’ve accepted 
them we keep a sharp eye 
on them to see how they in¬ 
teract with the others,” he 
said. 

On a recent weekday a few 
weeks after opening, Vitol’s 
only visitors were 14-year- 
old Spike — a blind, mostly 
deaf little fur ball — and his 
own 4-year-old rescue dog 
Bella. But with developers 
erecting new luxury high- 
rises all over the neighbor¬ 
hood, Vitol said he is confi¬ 
dent his business will soon 
be a howling success.

S he makes Brooklyn fan¬ 
tastic! 

A Sunset Park artist and 
writer conjures up stories that 
blend monsters and magic with 
mundane life in the borough, and 
she will showcase her genre-span¬ 
ning work on July 25 at Pete’s 
Mini Zine Fest, a tiny expo for 
the local zine community. 

A self-described comic book 
nerd, Alison Wilgus creates sto¬ 
ries that, however surreal, still hit 
close to home for urban dwellers. 
Her comic “Apartment Hunting,” 
may be about gunslingers liter¬ 
ally hunting and killing apartment 
monsters, but it was inspired by 
real life. 

“Moving is bad enough, but 
that particular intensity of find¬ 
ing a new place is transforma- 
tively stressful,” said Wilgus, who 
has experienced that stress too 
often in her 16 years as a New 
Yorker (12 of them spent living 
in Brooklyn). 

After considering the phrase 
“apartment hunting” Wilgus en¬ 
visioned people stalking apart¬ 
ments in the wild, then added 
some of the real-world stressors 
that make inking a lease a night¬ 
marish experience. 

“I was trying to think about how 
to incorporate the idea of physi¬ 
cally hunting for apartment mon¬ 
sters but still maintain the feeling 
of calling in favors and dealing 
with a lot of people,” she said. 

Wilgus also illustrated a fantasy 
guidebook that rings true to real 
life—“Boyfriends of Brooklyn.” 
The short zine covers the gamut 
of strange male specimens you 
might encounter in the borough 
— like the “Common Hipster,” 
rumored to live on vinyl records 
alone. Wilgus says the project, 
which started as simple bantering 
with a friend, has turned into one 
of her most popular ventures. 

“‘Boyfriends of Brooklyn’ is 
something that goes over well 
in New York,” she said. “It’s the 1 
kind of crowd that might get a 
kick out of it.” i

Burgeoning zine-sters should stop 
by Ayun Halliday’s table for a lesson 
on longevity — she has been in the 
game for almost 20 years and man¬ 
aged to keep her pen busy while rear¬ 
ing two kids. Of course, you can get 
the whole scoop from her autobio¬ 
graphical zine “East Village Inky.” 
And don’t let the name fool you, she 
lives in Boerum Hill now—she just 
never changed her zine’s name. 

“I really didn’t want to leave the East 
Village—it was a big part of my iden¬ 
tity at the time,” she said. “I thought 
‘I’m not just gonna change name of 
the zine because I’m moving.’ ” 

Margo Dabaie 

Drop by Margo Dabaie’s table to 
pick up a copy of “Hookah Girl” — 
an autobiographical take on life as 
a Palestinian American. 

“It’s basically Arab 101,” the Dit- 
mas Park artist said. “I wrote it for 
people who might not be familiar 
with Arab issues.” 

Or check out her hyper-researched 


comic about the seventh-century Silk 
Road in central Asia, “A Voyage to 
Panjikant.” 

“I did research on it for like two 
years before I started drawing any¬ 
thing,” Dabaie said. 

Elvis B. 

Bid Elvis B. congratulations 
on debuting a new Prospect Park- 
themed kids’ coloring book, and pick 
up a copy for your favorite ankle- 
biter. Or entertain (and enlighten) 
yourself with “Homos in Herstory,” 
an illustrated history of queerness 
through the ages. 

“It’s got lesbian pulp novels, 
strange quotes from [1950s senator 
Joseph] McCarthy about hunting for 
perverts, and folks passing as men 
who were women,” the artist said. 
“But everything is kinda cutesy and 
in comic form.” 

Melissa Hunter Gurney 

Get a critical fix of literature at Me¬ 
lissa Hunter Gurney’s table. She will 
be slinging copies of Gambazine, a 


collection of art and writing that side¬ 
steps the politics of publishing. 

“We wanted people to submit 
things that came out their daily 
practices without the drive of get¬ 
ting published,” she said. 

Greenpointer Gurney puts the mag 
together with partner and Bushwick- 
ian Christopher Carr, and it is your 
best bet for diving in to northern 
Brooklyn’s underground literary 
scene, she said. 

Mindy Indy 

And say “hi” to Bedford-Stuy ves- 
sant resident Mindy Indy, whose lat¬ 
est comic “Apartment Hunt” chron¬ 
icles a quest near and not-so-dear 
to every Brooklynite’s heart (and 
apparently common to cartoonists 
— see story above). The in-demand 
artist will also sketch pretty much 
anything you want — you and your 
boo in Lord of the Rings cosplay 
costumes, your pet Chihuahuas as 
superheroes, or baby penguins hug¬ 
ging under the aurora borealis — 
anything goes! 


Band covers 

It’s a new record! A group of Brooklyn artists 
have put their own spin on classic album cov¬ 
ers, and will release the results at a Bushwick 
party on July 25. The organizers of the “Record 
Collection” show see 
it as a way of reviv¬ 
ing a lost art. 

“We were talking 
about how crappy 
some of the art¬ 
work on album cov¬ 
ers has been lately,” 
said Mike Devito, a 
Bay Ridge resident 
and co-founder of the 
Cultural Compulsive Disorder Art and Supply 
Co. “People have been focused on digital.” 

So Devito and Bensonhust artist Tommy Lom- 
bardozzi sought out visual artists who were enthu¬ 
siastic about music, and asked them to completely 
re-imagine the cover art for any album. 

“We thought it would be fun to give them a 
chance to reinterpret it as if they had been the 
original artist,” said Devito. 

“Some people did some nods to what came 
before,” said Lombardozzi, “but it’s still com¬ 
pletely different.” 

The only real restriction was the size of the 
final artwork. 

“Everybody’s piece had to be the size of an 
album cover,” said Lombardozzi. 

The show includes 42 artists, the largest yet 
for the pop culture art collective. Previous shows, 
with themes like Universal horror films and fa¬ 
mous duos of the 1980s, took place at the Irish 
Haven bar in Sunset Park. But a temporary move 
to the larger Arrogant Swine barbecue restau¬ 
rant will allow the show to appeal to a new au¬ 
dience, the organizers said. 

“We wanted to get out there, get it to differ¬ 
ent crowds,” said Devito. 

And the outdoor opening party, complete with 
a DJ, vendors, and drink specials, is an extension 
of the collective’s goal of making art accessible 
and appealing, said Lombardozzi. 

“We want to people to know that art — you 
can come and enjoy it,” he said. “It’s not a hoity- 
toity thing.” 

Another part of that accessibility is the prices. 
None of the original art costs more than $250, 
and prints will be available at the show and on 
the group’s web site. 

But this is no extended play — the albums 
come off the walls at the end of the night.

He ren¬ 
ders novelistic scenes in 
his brother’s life as re¬ 
counted by friends and 
family, and sets them 
against his own child¬ 
hood impressions. Cer¬ 
tainly not a light read, but 
Mann pulls it off with an intelligent, earnest ac¬ 
count that will speak to those who have dealt 
— or are dealing — with loss.

Coming full circle 

Southern singer Dawn Landes plays 
Brooklyn festival she loves to attend

he has a lot to celebrate here. 

A Cobble Hill crooner will have 
a kind of homecoming in Prospect 
Park on July 25, breaking from a tour 
to twang onto the bandshell stage of 
the Celebrate Brooklyn festival. The 
southern songstress has been a devotee 
of the outdoor concert series for years, 
and says that visiting the summer stage 
as a performer is a dream come true for 
her and her band. 

“I’m really excited,” said Dawn Lan¬ 
des, “We all live in Brooklyn, and ev¬ 
eryone’s really excited — it’s the Car¬ 
negie Hall of Brooklyn.” 

Landes left her native Kentucky 15 
years ago for the big city, bunking down 
in Cobble Hill for the last seven years. 
The free park performance this weekend 
will showcase her homespun pop-rock 
with a country flavor in front of the bor¬ 
ough she now lovingly calls home. 


“I get a hometown vibe in both Brook¬ 
lyn and Kentucky,” said Dawn Lan¬ 
des, “There’s something good about 
every place.” 

Landes will make her park appear¬ 
ance while in the midst of touring with 
indie-folk legend Sufjan Stevens, for 
whom she plays guitar, piano, and syn¬ 
thesizer, as well as singing. Landes saw 
Stevens perform at Celebrate Brooklyn 
five years ago, and her Prospect Park 
debut will bring her musical journey 
full circle. 

“That was one of my favorite shows 
of all time, so I can’t believe I’m now 
playing in his band and also playing on 
that stage,” she said. 

The Brooklyn belle will open for soul¬ 
ful fellow southerner Jason Isbell, whose 
solo career has taken off since breaking 
from the band the Drive-By Truckers. 
That is also a return for her — Landes 
toured with Isbell in 2009, and is happy 
to be reunited with him. 

“I love his voice, and he’s a won¬ 


derful songwriter,” said Landes. “I’m 
delighted by all the success he’s had 
because he’s put in the work and now 
he’s getting some of the accolades and 
it’s great to see that happen to a really 
great writer.”

D on’t diss their ability! 
A group of comedi¬ 
ans, dancers, and other 
performers with disabilities 
will converge on Fort Greene 
on July 25 for an all-day fes¬ 
tival that celebrates their tal¬ 
ents. The organizer of the 
extravaganza said he wants 
to show just how entertain¬ 
ing he and his fellow “crip¬ 
ples” can be. 

“This is not about moan¬ 
ing about how we don’t get 
opportunities,” said Mat 
Fraser, a British-born actor 
and former Coney Island 
freak show performer. “This 
is an opportunity to celebrate 
how awesome we are.” 

Fraser, who reigned as 
King Neptune at this year’s 
Coney Island Mermaid Pa¬ 
rade, was born with phoc- 
omelia, a congenital disor¬ 
der caused, in his case, by 
his mother’s use of the drug 
thalidomide, resulted in the 
malformation of his arms and 
hands. He created the event to 
mark the 25th anniversary of 
the Americans with Disabil¬ 
ities Act, and worked with 
a British cultural agency 
to bring in artists from the 
United Kingdom as well as 
the United States. 

The title of the event, 
“Cripfest,” may give some 
pause, but Fraser uses the 
term “cripple” proudly. When 
used with the wrong intent, it 
really is a nasty word, he said, 
but when used in the right 
context—by self-described 
cripples—the word takes on 
a new meaning. Fraser and 
his fellow cripples are tak¬ 
ing it back. 

“As with many people of 
oppressed groups, with the n- 


word being the most famous, 
we are picking it up and using 
it as a badge of honor,” he said. 
“It’s empowering to me, and 
it says ‘I’m political about my 
disability, I want to work in the 
world, and I expect the world 
to allow it, dammit.’” 

A similar line of think¬ 
ing led Fraser, to perform 
in the freak show at Coney 
Island in 2000. He checked 
out the famous show while 
researching the cultural his¬ 
tory of disabled performers, 
and soon took to the stage 
performing original material 
and a retro “Sealo the Seal- 
boy” shaving act. He said 
that confronting his differ¬ 
ence head on and using it 
for art was an eye-opening 
experience. 

“I see sideshow being a 


good thing, similar to bur¬ 
lesque,” he said. “In the same 
way burlesque allows women 
of all sizes to own their bod¬ 
ies, sideshow can be a way 
of us saying ‘We’re sexy 

b.and you’re lucky to 

watch us.” 

The free festival will fea¬ 
ture panel discussions and 
readings in the afternoon. 
Free drinks, burlesque per¬ 
formances, and sideshow acts 
will take over as the sun sets, 
said Fraser, who will host 
and play drums with caba¬ 
ret act the Spazms.

Whatever floats your boat 

Greenpoint boaters paddle to Governor's Island for rowing fete

Members of a Greenpoint 
boating group kayaked and 
canoed from their dock on 
the Newtown Creek all the 
way down to Governor’s Is¬ 
land for a competition and 
camp-out on July 18, and or¬ 
ganizers said it was an oar- 
some adventure. 

“It was a really great trip 


overall,” said North Brook¬ 
lyn Boat Club member Brian 
Quinn, who arranged the ex¬ 
pedition. 

Quinn said the group navi¬ 
gated the first leg of the jour¬ 
ney through the Creek’s toxic 
water with caution. 

The club employs a prac¬ 
tice called the “j-stroke”—a 
paddling action in the shape 
of the letter J that he say s min¬ 


imizes splash-back. 

Rowers also wash their 
hands once they hit land, 
Quinn said. 

Upon arriving at Gover¬ 
nor’s Island, the 20-member 
crew joined other boat clubs 
from around the city to com¬ 
pete in the annual “Cardboard 
Kayak” race, where the nauti¬ 
cal hobbyists design and race 
disposable kayaks they have 


to construct on the spot. 

The team placed third 
in this year’s event, a slip 
from last year’s second- 
place standing, but the mem¬ 
bers are already planning a 
more streamlined boat de¬ 
sign for next year’s contest, 
Quinn said. 

“We’ll make it a longer 
and narrower boat next year,” 
he said. 


After the race, the contes¬ 
tants had a cookout and spent 
the night camping on the is¬ 
land. Quinn said the yearly 
rowers’ rally is a great op¬ 
portunity to meet up with fel¬ 
low sea dogs.

L ooking for a great date, 
night movie? Run, do not 
walk, from “The Stan¬ 
ford Prison Experiment.” 

But if you want to see some¬ 
thing that could change your 
whole view about good guys 
and bad guys, get a ticket. 

I attended a screening at the 
Fortune Academy in Harlem, a 
stately building housing about 
100 men and women who have 
served time. The academy gives 
its residents a helping hand as 
they re-enter the world, some¬ 
times decades ago. 

The movie recreates one of 
the most infamous psycholog¬ 
ical experiments in history. It 
was conducted by Philip Zim- 
bardo a Bronx-born Stanford 
professor of psychology who, 
in 1971,recruited24 middle- 
class young men from Palo 
Alto, Calif., to live in a mock 
prison for two weeks. 

The group was randomly di¬ 
vided into “guards” and “pris¬ 
oners.” The “prisoners” were 
then arrested by real Palo Alto 
police who’d agreed to play 
along, and taken to the jail — 
actually the basement of the 
Stanford psych department. 
There they were fingerprinted, 
blindfolded, and sprayed with 
“de-lousing” compound (ac¬ 
tually deodorant). 

They were then issued 
smocks that looked like dresses 
and serial numbers. For their 
part, the “guards” were given 
nightsticks and reflective avi¬ 
ator glasses. 

The idea was to dehu¬ 
manize both groups. Boy

did it work. 

The movie, starring Billy 
Crudup as Zimbardo and based 
on videos and transcripts of 
the experiment, shows the 
guards experimenting with 
their power: “You will call 
us sir.” 

“Yes sir.” 

“No, call us ‘Mr. Correc¬ 
tional Officer, sir,”’ insists one 
guard, twirling his nightstick 
menacingly. 

In very short order, the 
guards start insisting on more 
and more abasement: “I don’t 
like the way you said ‘ Sir.’ Give 
me 20 push ups. Say it again. 
No, I still don’t like it. Give 
me 40 push ups and 40 jump¬ 
ing jacks. I don’t appreciate 
your attitude. I’mgoingtohave 
the other prisoners sit on your 
back while you do your push¬ 
ups. What? You can’t do it? 
Into the hole.” 

“The Hole” — actually an 
unlit closet — served as soli¬ 
tary confinement. Again and 
again the guards started lock¬ 
ing “prisoners” there if they 
spoke back, or even didn’t 
finish their breakfast. And 
watching all this unfold, un¬ 
seen behind a wall, Zimbardo 


did nothing to stop the bud¬ 
ding tyrants. Not when they 
marched the prisoners around 
with bags over their heads. Not 
when they forced the prison¬ 
ers to use a pail in the hall¬ 
way as their toilet. Not when 
the guards were making the 
men bend over and simulate 
raping each other. 

And there he was at the For¬ 
tune Academy last week, at this 
strange special screening. 

When the lights went on, 
the audience was introduced to 
the surprisingly young-looking 
Zimbardo, now 82, and imme¬ 
diately, their hands went up: 

“I was in prison practically 
all my life and I never had any 
discussion with a guard,” said 
one man, disputing the film’s 
verisimilitude. “You can’t ‘cre¬ 
ate’ a prison.” 

Zimbardo agreed: This was 
not reality. His intent was to 
show how even good peo¬ 
ple can become heartless in 
a heartless system. 

“I read that your study has 
been criticized,” said another 
man. “That the guards were 
actually told to be cruel.” 

This criticism isn’t new to 
the doctor, who insists he told 


the guards only to “be” guards 
— leaving the interpretation 
up to them. 

Zimbardo actually ended up 
cutting the experiment short 
after his girlfriend showed up 
on day six and was appalled. It 
was only then, Zimbardo told 
the Fortune Academy crowd, 
that he realized he had got¬ 
ten too into his own “role” as 
prison superintendent. 

"I thought it was a brilliant 
movie,” said Mauer Hernan¬ 


dez, sitting quietly as the audi¬ 
ence drifted out. Gray-haired 
andbi-focaled, he’d served 10 
years for drug distribution. Not 
all the guards he encountered 
were cruel, he said, “But you 
have a lot of them that kind of 
grab that stick. It’s like they 
come from their house to ruin 
your day.” 

For instance, he said: If a 
prisoner being released after 
30 years bequeaths to a fellow 
inmate something as simple 


as a pen, “The guards take it 
away from you. That pen — 
it’s the closest thing to being 
back on the outside, free. But 
they say, ‘You’re not supposed 
to have it.’” They take it — 
and hope — away. 

Watching the movie made 
Hernandez’ legs twitch. He had 
to force himself to stay. If we 
all do the same, maybe we, too, 
will be able to resist the urge to 
dehumanize if life randomly 
bequeaths us that power.

Let’s face it, teens commu¬ 
nicate through signs and im¬ 
ages, literally on social media 
(which is such a visual me¬ 
dium) and in other aspects of 
their lives. My kids are ex¬ 
perts at decoding their peers’ 
messages. 

They understand the lan¬ 
guage of clothing, for exam¬ 
ple, what it communicates 
about wealth and social po¬ 



sition, self-image 
and power, and af¬ 
filiation with one 
group or another. 

They grasp the 
ways adults sig¬ 
nal money and sta¬ 
tus through their 
homes, cars, and 
vacations. 

Issues, too, have a symbolic 
life. My older daughter cov¬ 
ers her computer with stick¬ 
ers. Some of them are from 
places she’s visited, but oth¬ 
ers speak to bigger matters. 
“Feel Your Boobies” voices 
her support for breast cancer 
prevention while a large yel¬ 
low “equal” sign signals her 
belief in marriage equality. 

From the magnetic pink 
bows or fish stickers stuck 
on cars to candidate placards

hung in windows around my 
neighborhood, there is a con¬ 
stant battery of symbols shout- 
ing out messages about reli¬ 
gion, politics, and a range of 
other topics that is not lost on 
my teenagers. 

So it is no surprise that they 
also get it when symbols speak 
of hate. In small ways, they 
grasp the language of exclu¬ 
sion among the kids at school. 
They have seen bullying and 
students getting picked on, 
knowing full well the mes¬ 


sage given and received. 

My girls also heard the 
language of hate first hand 
when, in 2007, swastikas 
were spray painted on the 
stoop of our synagogue and 
a neighboring one down the 
block. We talked at dinner 
about the virulent language 
used by groups like the Wes- 
boro Batptist Church towards 
LGBT people and others. My 
kids totally understand these 
messages. 

I feel certain my daugh¬ 
ters, or any teenagers, could 
explain to the Southern legis¬ 
lators and residents who seem 
not to get it — that symbols 
communicate and you can’t 
simply detach the meaning 
from the sign because you 
feel like it. 

Hate is a message adoles¬ 


cents understand and they 
know what it feels like to stand 
in the spotlight of someone’s 
derision, for what you wear, 
how you look, something you 
say in a class, who you hang 
out with, any of a thousand 
moments that kids see and 
participate in. 

My girls also realize that 
some words and images are al¬ 
ways pregnant with meaning, 
and can never be used with¬ 
out invoking all the symbolic 
weight they carry. Swastikas, 
burning crosses, and Confed¬ 
erate battle flags certainly rise 
to this standard, in every con¬ 
text signaling hatred of one 
group by another. 

If you don’t get this, talk 
to my girls. They grasp the 
language of hate and know 
when it’s being spoken.
